Will CSUS follow CSU Dominguez Hills in joint venture?

The North American ree Trade Agreement, 
while drawing scathing criticism from oppo- 
nents, has already begun to create unique oppor- 
tunities for Sacramento State students 

The university will be hosting a two-day 
NAFTA conference tomorrow and Thursday in 
the University Union Board Chambers, begin- 
tag at9 a.m. Topics will include examination of 
the NAFTA proposal, human rights conditions 
in Mexico and immigration 

Ina more ambitious gesture, CSU Dominguez 
Hills has signed an agreement with a private 
Mexican university, Centro Ensenanza Tecnica 
y Superior, to establish a center to support Ameri- 
can and Mexican businesses operating unde 
NAFTA. 

“A lot of people have only recently discov- 
ered Mexico because of NAFTA,” Business Ad- 
ministration Professor Steve Jenner of 
Dominguez Hills said, “We've spent 10 years or 
more trying to create these kinds of joint ven- 
tures,” be said 

Opposition to NAFTA by Ross Perot’s United 
We Stand America may put an end to Dominguez 
Hills’ efforts if Perot and his supporters are 
successful in convincing the U.S. Senate to route 
the agreement when it goes to a vote in Novem- 
ber. According to Reich Grovier, local spokes- 
man for United We Stand America, his group's 
Opposition to NAFTA is a matter of patriotism 
not economics 

“We're not opposed to free trade, We're op- 
posed to giving away our sovereignty,” Grovier 
said 

NAFTA 1s a treaty. Treaties become the law 
Of the land. Treaties supersede U.S. law,” Grovier 
said. He added that could lead to importation of 
products laced with DDT, a pesticide banned in 
the US. but not in Mexico 

However, according to Dr, Richard Steimberg, 
program director for International Trade at the 
Berkeley Roundtable for the International 
Economy, NAPTA is not a treaty but an execu- 
tive agreement 

Steinberg said while the agreement is coutin 
Beni upon ratification by Canada, the United 
States and Mexico, each country could withdraw 
from the agreement by providing the other par- 
ticipants with six months notice 

“It it were irreversible um could be considered 
a threat (o our sovereignty,” Steinberg said 

According to Steinberg the agreement was 
carefully dratted to require Mexico to meet high 
U.S. environmental standards. Steinberg said 
any product that does not meet U.S. standards 
will not cross the border 

“If you use DDT on a product then that prod- 
uct will be stopped at the border,” he said 
Che UWSA also objects to casing restrictions

Steinberg said US, consumers will benefit 
because “the price of certain products will fall in 
the U.S., such as tomatoes, lettuce, citrus, or 
ange juice and low-level manutactured items.” 

“If you go to Be trade there will be some jobs 
gained in the U.S. and some will be lost. and in 
Mexico some jobs are gained and some are lost,” 
Steinberg said 

Steinberg said for NAFTA to become a reality 
it must be ratified by the legislatures of the 
participating countries by Dec. 31. Canada h 
already ratified the agreement. The agreement is 
currently being considered by the Mexican Sen 
ate and is certain to pass there, Steinberg said 

Without NAFTA, Mexico would not “be able to 
pursue a developmental strategy 
capitalistic principles,” Steinberg said.

If you have not seen a production in stage 
two of the Sacramento Theatre Company, 
now IS a perfect ume to indulge in the 
expenence. ‘From the Mississippi Delta,” 
an autobiographical play by Dr. Endesha Ida 
Mae Holland, that features acharacternamed 
Phelia who depicts Holland’ s life 

The cast consists of three women only 
Edns Cooper, Eamesune Phillips and Myre 
Stephens. Together they smoothly take on 
over 20 roles including male, female. child. 
adult, Afncan-Amencan and Caucasian to 
tell Holland's tale 

Phelia has an extraordinary life contrast 
ing unbearable hardship and degradation 
with unbelievable success, both scholasti 
cally and as a leader in the civil nghts 
movement Phelia is born to a single parent, 
her father unknown. Her youth is ended 
when she is raped at age 1! by a white 
employer 

Later, she becomes known by the notori 
ous name “Delta Queen” for her exotic 
performance in a traveling fair. Rather than 
picking cotton for a living, at age 13 she 
chooses what seems the only alternative 
} prostituuon. The money was better—‘'$$ 

for black men, $10 for white men.” 

Despite this seemingly depraved life 
Phelia reaches out “to be somebody.” Phe lia’ s 
strength-—and much of the play's strength 
comes from Phelia’s mother, Aint Baby 

Aint Baby was a midwife of such re 
nowned baby ~deli vering capabilities that she 
eamed the ule of “the second doctor-lady.” 

In one scene, Aint Baby stands at the foot 
of a bed making sweet murmurs interrupted 
by clicking sounds of her African ancestry 
She 1s assisting a breech birth. The children 
waich stealthily from outside the window 

Aint Baby gently caresses the baby's 
feet, pushing them back inside the mother 
Then, with both hands inside the mother, 
Aint Baby miraculously turns the baby and 
delivers it with a loud “siap,” as the baby 
comes Out crying, and the mother awakens 
from her labor 

Aint Baby was an inspirauon to the com- * 
munity and to Phelia. She displayed a deci- 
siveness that Phelia would “grow up to be 
somebody ,” and Phelia did 

By chance, Phelia became involved with 
the civil nghts movement when members of 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinaung Com- 
mutlee carne to Greenwood, Miss., to regis: 
ter black voters 

Ironically, Aint Baby—who was appre- 
hensive of Phelia’s activity in the civil nghts 
movement—was bumed to death in her 
house, suspected of a racially -spurred attack 
intended for Phelia. 

The death of Aint Baby was another large 
obstacle for Phelia to overcome. The day of 
the funeral brought fou! weather and torren- 
ual rains. The funeral was delayed because 
Aint Baby's shallow grave kept filling up 
with water. ° 

Phelia’s ulumate success was her achieve- 
ment of earning a doctorate from the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. The play ends with Phelia 
“doin’ some kind of steppin’” as she walks 
across stage to receive her degree 

Despite the serious issues presented in 
“From the Mississippi Delta,” Holland is 
able to deliver—and maintain—an intoxi 
caung humor, For example, in Minnesota, 
Phelia for the first time experiences snow

and the cold climate associated with it 

One night she sees a burning cross in her 
front yard, a racially -spurred actof the nonhem 
Ku Klux Klan 

Phelia runs out of the house to warm her 
freezing hands on the bumming cross, and when 
asked if she is scared, she replies, “Hell, no! Not 
when you're from the South!” 

The theater of stage two is unique in that it 





has no more than four rows of seats. The audi 
ence is physically brought into the drama by the 
closeness of the stage 

However, the audience is also brought close 
into the drama by the southern folksy atmo 
sphere of the play interspersed with powerful 
gospel music 

Holland's ability to maintain a sense of 
humor in these serous situations makes “From

Star Trek 
Memories 


By William 
Shatner 








Star Trek Memories by William 
Shatner doesn't boldly go where no 
man has gone before. However, it does 
give an interesting perspective on the 
history of the original series and its 
creator, Gene Roddenberry. 

“Star Trek” fans will not be disap- 
pointed in Shatner’ s book on the popu- 
lar series that aired from 1964-1967. It 
offers many interesting, lite known 
facts about the show. For instance, Jack 
Lord of “Hawaii Five-O” was consid- 
ered for the role of Captain Kirk before 
William Shatner got the part. DeForest 
Kelley (Dr. Bones McCoy) was first 
offered the role of Spock but turned it 
down, Also, Roddenberry originally 
envisioned Spock as a red Martian. 

Shatner is very effective at convey- 
ing how difficult it was for Roddenberry 
to get “Star Trek” on the air in the 1960s 
and keep it there. The first pilot was not 
well received by network executives as 
they were afraid of what the sponsors 
would think. 

“Now all of a sudden comes along 
this new guy named Roddenberry, and

In fact, Buddy's prized claim two 
fame comes from playing the bandito 
to the rear in “Treasure of the Sierra 
Madre”. (This is the movie from which 
the play takes it name: “You're the 
police? Let me see your badges” says 
Bogart.

“We don't have no 
badges—I don’t have to show you no 
sunking badges!) 

Sonny wants to break out of wus 
stereotype hell. He doesn't want his 
acung life reduced to playing subservi- 
ent “atmosphere roles.“ He wants a 
meaty part that will challenge him. So, 
grabbing the camcorder, he sets out to 
showcase his acting talents with a per- 
formance that would have put a young 
Marlon Brando to shame. 

This concept for a “sitcom” within a 
play doesn't always work. The first 
third of the play is enjoyable enough as 
Buddy and Connie poke fun at Chicano 
Stereotypes. Berman Olbaldiaas Buddy 
is parucularly good in his role as the 
overly-imaginative bit actor. It is the 
muddle of the play however that falters. 

As Sonny and the rest race through 
plot twists and sometimes overly 
preachy sermons, it is hard to keep up 
with the direction in which they’re

Missteps like this rob“I Don’t Have 
to Show You No Stinking Badges” of 
being a truly good play. Overall, plot 
problems aside, the play has potenual 
and audiences will enjoy the realistic 
set design and use of television moniters 
to heighten the action. 

“I Don't Have to Show You No 
Sunking Badges” is an atiempt at ex. 
perimental theatre that doesn't always 
work. However, the play is worth check 
ing Out because playwright Valdez does 
succeed in showing us that stereotypes 
can be limiting and dangerous.
